Vine Conwul: (Pravi- 
dent); Lieut.’ 0.' EF, Gillett, Hs N., ‘and 
Capt. T. Alderton, B. &. 0. Ganges, 
The following is ‘the finding: of the 
Court:i—  * . 

The Feima was an iron vousel of 778 tons 
registered tonuage, official No, 72804, built 
at Antwerp in 1:74 and belonging to the 
port of Shanghai, 

It appears from the evidence given before 
this Court that she sailed: from Shanghai on 
November 6th, 1892, hound for Chefoo 
with a general cargo. and a crew of 20 
hands.as well as 62 pussengera. 

Tho Court having regard to the ciroum- 
stances above atated, finds aa follows:— 

That the British 8, Feima was run into 
and eventually sunk by the British aa 
Hangchow,
